CHILDREN'S HEALTH COENER

What a pleasure it was over 
the holidays to have my seven- 
month old grandson with us

Teeth begin to 
push through the gums when 
your baby is about six months 
old. The process can make the 
gums red and sensitive, and 
some babies will be fussy and 
irritable with every tooth that 
erupts and continues until all 
20 teeth come through, at 

qabout age 2 1/2. 


Just rubbing your baby’s’ 


gums with your finger may 
make him feel better. 
Sometimes a little tender care 
~- can ease the discomfort of a 
teething baby, cuddling. your 
balay, rocking him or walking 
«with him often'can make him 
feel better. Doctors agree 
Ockewing can make tender 
gums feel better. “Give your 
baby a clean washcloth to chew 
on,” suggests Beverly Hunt, 
CFNP, “Wrapping a piece of ice 
“in a cotton cloth and rubbing 
this gently on the gums helps 
“to numb them and the pres- 
sure ‘seems to feel good, -too.” 
Be sure that the ice itself 
oesn’t touch the gum and 
jmake sure you keep the

tion causes parents and care- 
givers to reach the breaking 
point, many of them resort to 
shaking the baby with hopes 
that it will stop the incessant 
crying. However, not only does 
this inappropriate method not 
cause the baby to stop crying, 
it can be the cause of a severe 
form of head injury know as 
Shaken Baby Syndrome (SBS). 

SBS can occur when a baby 
is shaken forcibly enough to 
cause the baby's brain to 
rebound or bounce against his 
or her skull. This rebounding 
may cause bruising, swelling, 
and bleeding of the brain, 
which may lead to permanent, 
severe brain, damage or death. 
About one-third of the 


wrapped ice moving rather 
than holding it in one place. 

Teething rings with liquid 
centers intended for freezing 
are great-for gum relief, how- 
ever, Pediatrician Philip 
Colaizzo, M.D. says instead of 
freezing the ring, chill it in the 
refrigerator instead. “A child 
who holds a frozen teething 
ring against his gums can 
actually get frostbitten gums. 
Refrigerating them gets the 
rings cool enough to comfort 
the baby’s gums without the 
potential harm from direct ice.” 
If your baby is in serious dis- 
comfort or having trouble 
sleeping because of teething 
pain, call your doctor and ask 
about ‘giving an over-the- 
counter pain reliever such as 
acetaminophen (Children’s 
Tylenol). Be sure to get a pain 
r@liéver that’s specifically for 
infants, and check with your 
doctor for correct usage. 
Products that numb the gums 
can-help ease gum pain, just be 
sure to follow directions on the 
package for use. 

Teething can cause your 
child to be uncomfortable, but 
it usually doesn’t require med- 
ical care. Teething does not 
normally cause fever, vomit- 
ing, diarrhea, or loss of 
appetite, says Dr. Colaizzo. If 
your child has any ‘of these 
symptoms, they're likely 
caused, by some other condi- 
tion. As always, when in doubt, 
check with your physician and 
remémber, children are spe- 
cial.

American public doesn't know 
it is dangerous to shake a baby 
or young child. People who 
shake children hard are most 
likely to be men in their early 
twenties, often daddies or 
other males who are taking 
care of a baby alone for a short 
period of time. 

Symptoms of SBS may 


‘include changes in behavior, 


irritability, lethargy, loss of 


consciousness, pale or bluish 


skin, vomiting, and convul- 
sions. Although there usually 
are no outward physical signs 
of trauma, there may be bro- 
ken, injured, or dislocated 
bones and injuries to the neck 
and spine. Treatment is imme- 
diate emergency intervention 
to stop internal bleeding and 
relieve increased pressure in 


the brain, The outcome or 
prognosis is poor. Most will be 
left with. considerable disabili- 
ty, and possibly loss of vision. 
If the child survives, he or she 
may require lifelong medical 
care for brain damaging 
injuries, such as mental retar- 
dation or cerebral pal3y. 

Everyone can become angry’ 
or frustrated when caring for 
children, but they need to 
know that when they are 
angry and afraid they may 
hurt or shake a baby. Instead 
of picking up the child, Dr. 
Charles Mahan, State of 
Florida Health Officer, recom- 
mends the following: 

Count to 10; take deep

February is National 
Children's Dental Health 
Month and the Florida Dental 
Association celebrates by 
teaching new parents how to 
care for their infant's teeth. 

New parents sometimes don't 
realize the importance of car- 
ing for their infants teeth.-The 
FDA says that serious tooth 
decay can affect very young 
children, Although a child's 
primary teeth are eventually 
replaced by permanent ones, 
the primary teeth are critical 
for proper chewing, speaking, 
and appearance, Great care 
should be taken to keep them 
clean and healthy. 

The primary teeth of an 
infant or young child can be 
affected by baby-bottle: tooth 
decay, ‘also called nursing-bot- 
tle’ mouth. This condition 
develops when a baby fre- 
quently receives a bottle of 
milk, formula, fruit juice or 
sweetened liquids, which are 
meant to serve as a pacifier. 

„Prolonged "demand" breast 
feeding also may cause this 
condition. Although the teeth 


“most likely to be affected are 


the upper front teeth, others 
may be affected. 

Tooth decay is caused by bac- 
teria, which are present in a 
thin film’ pf plaque that con- 
stantly forms on teeth. The 
bacteria use sugar as an ener- 
gy source and they produce 
acids that attack the tooth 
enamel. Frequent, lengthy 
exposure to sugary liquid can 
result in acids attacking the 
child's teeth. After many such 
attacks, tooth decay cam occur. 

All types of sugars, including 
those in bottl d breast milk, 
formula, fr juices, 
sweetened liquids can cause 
plaque bacteria to’ produce 
decay-causing acids. How often 
a child, receives a bottle con- 
taining these liquids and for. 
how lohg the child's teeth are 
exposed to decay-causing acids 
are two important factors. 

The FDA says parents oan 
help protect their baby's teeth 
by doing the following: 

*After each feeding, wipe the 
child's teeth and gums with a 
clean, damp washeloth or 
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play music; tead a book, exer- 
cise, have a cup of tea or coffee, 
or sit down and close your eyes 
and relax. Other suggestions 
include: placing the baby in & 
safe: place, like a crib, and 
leave the room for a few. min- 
utes, take a shower or’ bath, 
shake a rug, hug a pillow, 
think about how much you 
really love your baby and 
wouldn't want to do anything 
to húrt him/her, or ask a trust- 
ed friend or relative to "take 
over" for a little while, and 


don't pick up your baby again _ 


until you feel calm. In Florida, 
professional assistance is 
available at 1-800-FLA-LOVE. 
Remember that one shake can 
last a lifetime: NEVER, 
NEVER, NEVER SHAKE A 
BABY!!!

water, sweetened gelatin, or 
soft drinks. i 

Make sure your child gets 
the fluoride needed for decay- 
resistant teeth. Talk to your 
dentist about recommended 
methods for obtaining the 
proper amount of fluoride. 


*Schedule regular checkups 
beginning by the child's first 
birthday.

Families not necessarily 
best suited to care for elderly- 


UF Researcher

Many aging parents would rather take the 
tisks of personal freedom ‘than kowtow to their 
grown children for help with’daily living, a Uni- 
versity of Florida study finds. 

““Older people whose families care for then- 
moften feel they must repay their children by 
deferring. to their wishes,” said Karen Pyke, a 
UF sociology professor who did the research. 
“Many elderly resent this loss of power and 
would rather do without care -- even if they bad- 
ly need it - then pay the price of having to be 
deferential and obedient toward their children.” 

Pyke’s findings were based $n 67 in-depth 
interviews with aging parents, a children 
and adult grandchildren in 20. fe ies in the 


+ Los Angeles area. Unlike most care giving stud- 
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ies, which focus on the children -- usually 
daughters -- her study relies on the perspectives_ 


. of both parent and child, she gaid. The study

“But values alone do not assure 
that the nation's elderly are taken care of, and 
politicians ignore the costs parents pay when 
their children take on this burden.” 

Elderly parents who get help with yard work 
shopping and transportation often feel pressure 
to comply with their grown children’s wishes, 
Pyke.said. For example, one elderly couple in 
the study reluctantly sold their house and 

oved into'a mobile home after the wife’s stroke 


their adult children insisted it was too _ 


much to care for anymore. -. 
“The smoothest, most harmonious parent- 


~ child care giving relations occurred when par- 


ents acquiesced to their children’ decisions, 


simply unwilling to do,” she said. 

When parents refused to obey, children 
became resentful and often ‘reduced or set firm 
limits on how much they would help, Pyke said. 
Loneliness and not receiving needed care were 
the price parents paid for not subordinating 
themselves, she said. 

Pyke found elderly parents in families thate 
emphasize self-sufficiency and independence 
over family obligation are especially unhappy at 
having to be compliant when their children step 
in.‘However, even’in families where parents - 
normally received more day-to-day help from 

` their children, failure to defer to their children’s 
wishes or express gratitude strained relations 
between generations, she said. 

*“We need policies that don’t rely on just one 
model of family life,” Pyke said. “Polititians 
need to recognize that families organize 
polvos ma different ways fastead of imply views.

Ancient Armadillo finds home

i) At more than 6 feet long and 
weighing as much as 600 
pounds, this is one armadillo 
that likely wouldn't have end- 
ed up as road kill. 

That's about the ,size.gf,the 
armadillo University of Florida 
researchers say roamed the 
Sunshine State 10,000 years 

® ago, and now they have a well- 
preserved skull to prove it. 

“The skull belonged to one of 
two species of giant armadillo 
that lived in Florida during the 
Pleistocene Epoch, and its 
unusually good preservation 
makes it one of only a handful 
of its kind in the United 
States,” said Russ McCarty, a 
University of Florida senior 

ħ biological scientist. 

Found in a limestone quarry 
west of Gainesville, the skull 
now is at the Florida Museum 
of Natural History on the UF 
campus, where researchers are 
preserving and restoring. the 
specimen so.it can be stored 
and displayed in the building’s 

P collections. 

“It’s a very important‘ speci- 
men because it is so complete 
afid has all its teeth,” McCarty 
said. “The wear patterns: that 
we're able to see on the tegth 
may give us some valuable 
clues about these creatures’ 
diet. We really don’t know 
exactly what they ate. That 
information would give us a 
better under&tanding of the 
niche they occupied, their rela- 
tionship to other animals, as

Called Holmesina septentri- 
onalis, the beasts; like their 
smaller modern counterparts, 
spread to what.now is Florida 
from South America. Ground 
sloths, tapirs and other exotic 


sreatures followed the,same 


route into the Sunshing State, 
he said. 

Unlike today’s armadillos 
that subsist on-termites, ants 
and beetles, the ancient ones, 
weighing as much as 600 
pounds, likely needed more 
substantial fare to survive, he 
said. 

Unfused limb bones indicate 
the specimen was a juvenile, 
which may give clues bout the 
armadillo’s growth sequency, 
McCarty said. “We don't know 
much about juveniles or how 
they develop into adults,” he 
Said. “The few skulls that are 
found tend to be adult.” 

Scientist also would like to 
learn more about how. the 
giant armadillos differed in its 
evolution from the ground 
sloth and glyptodont, its close 
relatives, he said. 

Richard Hulbert, a geology 
professor at Georgia Southern 
College who saw the skull at 
the museum several months 
ago, said, “It was evident that 
it-was much more. complete 
than any we've previously had 
of these species. It certainly 
will be important for studying 
how these animals lived and 
trying to figure out'why they 


became extinct.” 

Giant armadillos became 
extinct in Florida about 9,800 
years ago, a period of dramatic 
climate change, McCarty said. 
But a smaller variety contin- 
ued to`live in South American, 
as did llamas, large rodents 
called capybaras, and tapirs, 
the pig-size animals closely 
related to horses and 
rhinoceroses, all of which once 
roamed Florida, he said. 

Because people lived in.Flori- 
da 11,000 to 12,000 years ago, 
early humans encountered 
giant armadillos for a few 
thousand years before they dis- 
appeared, he said. 

“We haven't found any evi- 
dence that people hunted 
them, but,they were probably 
considéred’ as possible food 
sources,” he said. “Maybe the 
heavy armored plates eir 
bodies were a goad devnse 
against spear points.” 

The skull at UF was discoy- 
ered in August. Eric Taylor, a 
Lake City insurance agent, 
showed the site to Adam Black, 
a biological illustrator speçial- 
izing, in painting extinct Pleis- 
tocene mammals, who found 
rabbit bones and ‘armadillo 
shells:sticking out of the verti- 
cal limestone cliff face in the 
Haile quarries. Six months: lat- 
er, when the two men 
returned, a rock slide had 
exposed miore bones, including 
the skull.

The foreign language speak- 

ing students at The School of 
CHOICE were very happy ¢o be part of the won- 
derful Chamber of Commerce bus tour this past 
November. We at CHOICE, have an ESOL pro- 
gram, which means we stive to teach our speak- 
ers of foreign languages the necessary skills for 
success in an English-speaking environment. 

We have students from Haiti, Mexico, 
Columbia, Venezuela and Puerto Rico among 
others. Learning a new language at any age is 
very challenging. Special classes and teachers 
devote extra time to this very important task. 
Four of our students went on the tour to US 
Sugar and the plant at Bryant as well. 

It was extremely exciting to see the process, 
step by step of how the cane is harvested, col- 
lected, burned, selected and distributed. 
Basically we saw the entire process making 
three stops -,two in Clewiston and the one in 
Pahokee. 

A field, chosen in advance of our bus trip, was 
actually burned just so we could watch the 
process. The bus held 35 people mostly tourists 
who wére camping around the Lake - the 3 - 4 
monthers and several local chamber people, 


myself, my students and another. teacher from 
Pahokee High School. We proceeded then to a 
lovely lunch at the Clewistor Inn, all very- gen- 
erously provided by US Sugar. There MR. 
Robert Coker explained to us various aspects of 
the.sugar-producing company. He was very 
enlightening and my students learned a lot 
from his talk as well. 

On the way back to the chamber office we 
stopped at the third and last stop at Bryant. 
There we saw the final process called “slinging” 
which is how the final product is air-dried then 
distributed into large piles for the packaging 
process that finally leads to our supermaret 
shelves. 

The four students who attended were: Rita 
Jeanty who said “It'was nice”, Johnny Belin 
who was amazed at the machines used in the 
process and who thought and stated that maybe 
one day he could get a job at a plant as a 
machinist. 

We also had two good friends, Marlene 
Raymond and Patricia Thelemaque who were 
enthralled with all the sights and sounds of the 
big production process and exclaimed “WOW” in 
both English and Haitian Creole. 

All in all it was a very educational and excit- 
ing trip for all of us, both student and teacher 
alike.

Our next Pioneer of the year 
was born‘in Mississippi on 
May 11, 1905 to Whiteford and 
Fanny Singleton Todd. 

In 1914, the family moved to 
Plant City, FL. 

In July 1918, they boarded 
Captain Johnson’s boat, The 
Osceola and came across the 
lake to make their home in 
East Beach which was later 
named Pahokee. They lived in 
the Red Top packing house 
until their own house was 


built on Bacom Point Road. 

After a short-lived marriage 
whichfroduced a son called 
“Tiny”, Kansas Mae Todd, an 
early resident, worked in a dry 
goods store in Canal Point, 
later gairiing ownership of the 
store. 

During World War II, when 
goods of all kind were scarce, 
the store was closed and she £ 
became a postal clerk, remain- 
ing’ in that position for 25 
years until retirement.
